When many businesses strive for greater .ales, they naturally compete 
with one another. 
The combination of all their advertising serves to in­ 
crease the total volume of all products sold to tin* public. 
It is a mistake 
to suppose that the buying power of consumers is fixed. 


We often see statistics showing how many billions of dollars were received 
by all the people in wages and dividends during a given year. 
But these 
figures do not represent the maximum amount that could have been spent 
in th at particular year, for if business had been more active, wage earners 
would have received more income; and business would have been more 
active if consumers had spent more actively. 


This may seem a bit confusing if you are accustomed to think of income 
as an independent, fixed quantity. 
But it becomes quite clear when you 
think of purchasing power as tin* amount which passes through the hands 
of consumers, rather than as th** amount of money which they may hold 
at any one time. 
The total purchasing power over a y ear’s period de­ 
pends on how many times this money complete its round trip. 
It goes out 
to buy goods and cornea back as wages. 
When this circulation is fast, 
there is more total purchasing (tower than when it is slow. 


In other words, prosperity depends on our ability to put money to work. 
There is plenty of money. 
We only have to make it circulate through the 
normal channels of trade. 
This is where advertising does its best work. 
In fact, th a t is what advertising is for. 
Properly used, commercial adver­ 
tising puts lazy dollars to work ami builds greater purchasing power for 
all of us.
